THE CLAIMS: 




(Currently Amended) A system for generating a graphical user 
interface K3UI), comprising: 

a processor circuit having a processor and a memory; 
Ul generation logic stored on the memory and executable by the 
processor, the^UI generation logic comprising: 

logic to generate an input freld in the graphical user interface, 
the input fiefc( being associated wrth an input item in a template , the template 
expressing a content of a digital document in a markup language file ; and 

logic to automatically label the genoroto an input field lab e l in 
the graphical userSnterface with a content of frero an input field tag in the 
template, the input fio[d tag being associated with the input item in the 
template, 



2. (Original) The system erf claim 1, wherein the GUI generation logic 
further comprises logic to identify the input item in the template. 




3. (Original) The system of claim 1\wherein the GUI generation logic 
further comprises logic to identify an input item tf\the template that is not to be 
included in the graphical user interface. 



4. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein th^GUI generation logic 
further comprises logic to identify a section in the template marked by a section tag 
and an ending section tag, wherein a number of the input iterns^re nested within the 
section tag and the ending section tag. 
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i 5. (Original) The system of claim 4, wherein the GUI generation logic 
f u rth er^omp rises : 

logic to generate a section label in the graphical user interface from the 
section \&g in the template; and 

logic to generate the input field in the graphical user interface in 
association With the section label. 



6. (Original) The system of claim 1 f wherein the GUI generation logic 
further comprises iMic to identify an alternate section in the template that includes a 
number of input items^marked by an alternate section tag and an ending alternate 
section tag. 



7. (Original) The^systern of claim 6, wherein the GUI generation logic 
further comprises logic to genWate an alternate input field label in a graphical user 
interface from an alternate label\attribute in the template, the alternate label attribute 
being associated with the input item in the template. 



8. (Currently Amended) A System for generating a graphical user 
interface, comprising: 

means for generating an in^ut field in a graphical user interface, the 
input field being associated with an input item in a template , the template expressing 
a content of a digital document in a markup language file ; and 

means for automatically labelinckthe g en e r - ating an input field l ab el in a 
the graphical user interface with a content of fretm an input field tag in the template, 
the input field tag being associated with the inpukitem in the template. 



9. (Original) The system of claim 8, furthe^ comprising means for 
identifying the input item in the template. 
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\10. (Original) The system of claim 8, further comprising means for 
identifying an input item in the template that is not to be included in the graphical 
user interface. 

1 1 . (Original) The system of claim 8, further comprising means for 
identifying a section in the template marked by a section tag and an ending section 
tag, wherein a number of the input items are nested within the section tag and the 
ending section tag. \ 



1 2. (Original) Thte system of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

means for generating a section label in the graphical user interface 
from the section tag in the template; and 

means for generatita the input field in the graphical user interface in 
association with the section label. \ 

13. (Original) The system of claim 8 7 further comprising means for 
identifying an alternate section in the template that includes a number of input items 
marked by an alternate section tag and amending alternate section tag. 

14. (Original) The system of claim further comprising means for 
generating an alternate input field label in a graphical user interface from an 
alternate label attribute in the template, the alternate label attribute being associated 
with the input item in the template. \

18. (Original) The method of craim 15, further comprising the step of 
identifying a section in the template markea by a section tag and an ending section 
tag, wherein a number of the input items ar^ nested within the section tag and the 
ending section tag. 



1 9. (Original) The method of claim 1 8, further comprising the steps of: 
generating a section label in the graphical user interface from the 

section tag in the template; and 

generating the input field in the graphica\user interface in association 

with the section label. 
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\20. (Original) The method of claim 1 5, further comprising the step of 
Identifying an alternate section in the template that includes a number of input items 
marked by an alternate section tag and an ending alternate section tag. 



21 . VOriginal) The method of claim 20, further comprising the step of 
generating an ^alternate input field label in a graphical user interface from an 
alternate label attribute in the template, the alternate label attribute being associated 
with the input item\n the template. 



22. (Currently Amended) A system for generating a graphical user 
interface (GUI), comprising^ 

a processor circuit having a processor and a memory; 
GUI generation iVjic stored in the memory and executable by the 
processor, the GUI generation logic comprising: 

logic to identify an input item with a default value in a template, 
the template representing a document in a markup language file ; and 

logic to generateythe graphical user interface from the template 
that displays the document as tne document appears when printed with an 
input field included within the document, thoro i n. wh e r ei n the input field being 
is associated with the input item , a^d the default value being initially displayed 
in the input item .

24. (Original) The system of claim 22, wherein the GUI generation logic 
further comprises logic to position the input field within the document based upon a 
set of location coordinates associated with the input item in the template. 
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(Original) The system of claim 22, wherein the GUI generation logic 
further crirriprises logic to write a received input value over the default value of the 
input item. 




26. (Original) The system of claim 22, wherein the GUI generation logic 
further comprises\ogic to identify an input item in the template for which a 
corresponding inpu\field is not included in the document displayed in the graphical 
user interface. 



27. (Currently Amended) A system for generating a graphical user 
Interface, comprising: 

means for identifying an input item with a default value in a template, 
the template representing a document expressed as a markup language file ; and 

means for generating the graphical user interface from the template 
that displays the document as the Document appears when printed with an input field 
included within the document th e r e irk - wh e r e in the input field being is associated 
with the input item , and the default value being initially displayed in the input item .

29. (Original) The system of claim 27\further comprising means for 
positioning the input field within the document based upon a set of location 
coordinates associated with the input item in the template. 



30. (Original) The system of claim 27, further comprising means for writing 
a received input value over the default value of the inpu\ item. 
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1 . (Original) The system of claim 27, further comprising means for 
identifying an input item in the template for which a corresponding input field is not 
included In the document displayed in the graphical user interface. 



32. ^Currently Amended) A method for generating a graphical user 
interface, comprising the steps of: 

identifying an input item with a default value in a template stored in a 
server, the template representing a documen t expressed as a markup language file ; 
and 

generating the graphical user interface in the server from the template 
that displays the document as the document appears when printed with an input field 
included within the document, therein, whoro i n the input field being is associated 
with the input item , and theydefault value being initially displayed in the input item .

36. (Original) The method of claim 32, farther comprising the step of 
identifying an input item for which a corresponding input field is not included in the 
document displayed in the graphical user interface. 
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
